4. Six of the delegates supplied. a long essay containing their 
combined "Opinions of the Inner Mongolian Area& Delegates te 
the National Assenbly". The first part is an exposition on 
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o2 the nistory of the Mongolian race, its historic struggle for 
existence against the Chinese race, the fifteen years under the 
Japanese who "respected Mongolian history and traditions", the 
division of the Mongols into the pro-Communist and tha pro~Chinese 
Nationalist camps after the war, and the failure of the National 
Assembly to recognize the demands of the Inner Mongolians, Ths 
last two sections deal with the "Hopes of the Mongolian People" 
and “What the liongelians expeet from the American People and 
Government", Following are excerpts from the last two seetions. 

ao "There area only two routes for Mongolia to choose today « 
one, Communism supported by Soviet Russia, and the other, Democracy, 
supported by the United States of America. Outer Mongolia has 
ashieved Independence throucth the assistance of the Soviet Union, 
Large parts of Inner Mongolia are being cecupied by the Chinese 
Communists. Consequently many Mongolians turn to Gommunism as 
cha only way to achieve national emanelpation. This does in no 
Way mean that they support Communist ideas whole-heartedly."
